Drawn efpecially according to Rom. Chap. 6. Chap. 7. Chap. 8. fol- 
lowing that Great Diſcourſe, Rom. 5. 12. to the cnd, by way of 
compare betwixt the Firſt, and the Second Adam, and thewing 
the infhinite ſurmount of Grace, Righteouſneſs, and the Reign of 
[if- lowing from the Second Adam, above the Sin, the Judgment, 
the Condemnation, the Reign of Death, owing trom the Firſt Adam, 
and notwithſtanding the Law coming 1n atrer it, that the Offence 
might abound.

and will be abſlutely and to the Height ſo in Eternity, : 


By this entire perfcet lanCtification of the Higher Soul, it become, 
umpoſſuble to live in the Courſe of any actual, known Sin, or the Omiſſion of 
ay abſolutely nece//ary Holy Duty, according to that of the Apoſtle, L.etnut 
Sin Reign in your Mortal Bodies, that you ſhould obcy it in the 
Luſts thereof; Neither yield you your Members as In{trumcnts of 
Unrightcouſnels, Cc. Bur yield your Members as Inſtruments of 
Rightcouthels, 2c. By all which the Apoſtle ſhews, that although the 


mer Soul, and body are not 19 be countermanded wholly in their Motions, 
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ond Steyrings to £241, nor in their ReluEtancies and unzillinen:(s to Good : 
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it that higher ſanttified Soul hath a Deſpotic, that is an abſulute Com- 
mand to prevent the attua! Commiſſion of Evil, or the Omiſſton of Good, not 
tO il; -r to yield the Members according to the Direttion of this 
higher Spirit, Led and Adted by the Spirit ot God ; which is the Dif- 
ference betwixt Natural Conſcience reſiſting Emil, and the Soul Aﬀted by 
the Spirit of God. One is able to Command, the other not : Natural 
Conſoence cannot overcome ; the Soul renewed ſhall overcome throughout, 
as to the Reſiſtance of Actual Sin, and the Attual performance of Duty, ex- 
cept by Jurprize, or in ſome molence of Temptanon, and Deſertion ;, ſo that 
the Walk, ml Converſation of al! True Bettevers is not after the Flcſh, 
but attcr the Spirit. 


In Regard of theſe Remainders of Sin in the Spirit, or higher Soul, as Gen. 5.

- ard of the Falls by Temptation and Deſertion ; there is a continual Appli-
